This is a thoroughly absorbing 
true detective story. It describes 
the indefatigable efforts of two 
young police reporter-type 
newsmen to piece together the 
Watergate jigsaw puzzle. 

Credit the Washington Post for 
sticking with Bernstein and 
Woodward instead of putting 
established stars from, its 
prestigious national staff onto the 
story (which incidentally broke as 
an ordinary weekend burglary), of 
sticking with the pair through lean 
as well as fat copy days. 

Credit. the, Post.and the 
reporters for handling the story 
responsibly, for insisting. that 
every. important allegation be 
backed up by at least two 
independent though usually 
anonymous sources. 

For their part; Bernstein and 
Woodward report enough 
frustrations and failures to remain 
credible, human reporters. For 
example, their efforts to learn

what was happening in the 
Watergate grand jury. Woodward 
got to the courthouse files of 
jurors’ names. But a stern woman 
clerk forbad him from taking 
notes. So he memorized some of the 
names, retired to the men’s room 
and wrote them down. Then back 
to memorize more names, and so 
on. Altogether, 23 names. B. and 
W. then started interviewing the 
most promising jurors—at their 
homes. But word got back to an 
angry Judge Sirica. And the 
reporters barely escaped being 
hauled into court. So they 
abandoned this effort (of 
doubtful ethical defensibility, 
anyway)—without learning 
anything. 


Authors admit goof 

The authors describe with 
commendable candor their goof in 
attributing to grand jury 
testimony their linking of H. R. 
Haldeman to the political 
espionage fund. For a time, the 
darkest in their career, it appeared 
they might be discredited, might 
have to quit the paper. But 
Publisher Ben Bradlee stood by 
them. Eventually, they got off the 
hook. They reported they were 
wrong in identifying grand jury 
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testimony as the source of their 
information—but that other 
sources had again confirmed it, 
insisted that Haldeman had 
“insulated” himself, dealing with 
the fund through an intermediary. 

One problem in the book is that 
the reader sometimes gets lost in 
the tangled “plot’’—though this is 
perhaps understandable in view of 
the large number of actors and 
complex relationships involved in 
this modern tragedy. 


One mystery unsolved 

Though a detective story, this 
volume fails to solve one 
mystery—what motivated the 
unnamed ‘bureaucrats who 
squealed on the President’s men. 
Take the man in the executive 
branch with access to the White 
House and the Committee to

“Deep Throat” by the Post. Did 
Deep Throat keep his numerous 
‘“‘wee hour’’ clandestine 
appointments with Woodward in 
an underground parking garage 
simply to get the truth out—or for 
some less noble reason? 

B. and W. dedicate their book * 
“to the President’s other men and 
women—in the White House and 
elsewhere—who took risks to 
provide us with confidential 
information. Without them, there 
would have been no Watergate 
story told by the Washington 
Post.” 

This is understandable. 
However, their volume might have 
been more meaningful to students 
of history and human behavior, 
might perhaps more usefully 
contribute to needed reform, had 
they explained what motivated 
the informers.

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Dream Mine is but a dream 


Lots of smoke but no fire

Producer Irwin Allen, who 
dedicated his latest film, “The 
Towering Inferno,’ to the 
“courageous firemen of America,” 
told a New York Times reporter 
that ssthere, are.-2-o. million 
firemen in the country, and they 
have’ wives and friends, and they’ll 
all come to see my _ picture.” 
“Inferno” is a project that cost a 
lot of money—some $14 
million—and is expected to make 
a lot more, with projections for 
the film’s grosses at $100 million. 
Outside of providing capital for 
Hollywood’s hopefully more 
inspired future productions, 
however, “The Towering Inferno”’ 
serves no apparent useful purpose. 

“The Towering Inferno” is the 
last, so far, of a rash of disaster 
films spawned by the success of 
Allen’s last production, “The 
Poseiden Aventure.” Even for one 
of those tired old multiple 
jeopardy films, with their 
identical plots, stereotyped 
characters, and hilarious 
lessons. thes bowenns 
Inferno” comes off as_ being 
unusually naive, sadistic, and silly 
in an unamusing way. At best it is 
a mild “ty peo penyerse 
entertainment. 

Stirling Silliphant’s script (the 
anonymity of Silliphant and the 
film’s director, John Guillermin, 
suggests that Allen knew what he 
wanted and didn’t risk botching 
his formula with talent) has Fred 
Astaire wearing a rented tuxedo, 
places a 138-story tower of glass 
in earthquake prone San 
Francisco, and gives us Paul 
Newman as the definitive 
comic-book hero: handsome, 
brave, invincible, able to locate 
any pipe shaft, duct run, and 
panel box in the building, more 
knowledgeable in fire door 
thicknesses than any specification 
writer, capable of providing 
expert information on elevators, 
capable of anything, it seems, 
short of leaping tall buildings at a 
single bound. He even gets to 
work with his son, who plays a 
young fireman, in this film. 

The fatal error made by Allen 
and his “Inferno”’ people, at least 


as far as the intelligent movie 
audience is concerned, is that he 
takes himself and his ridiculous 
film so seriously. Allen claims to 
have spent “‘two and a half years 
researching this film;” he claimsto 
“have the hottest message in the 
world—there can be a terrible fire 
disaster in tall buildings; he says 
that his film is “as technically 
accurate as is humanly possible.” 

One argument for seeing the 
film is that the rich hilarity of 


such comments cannot be fully . 


appreciated until one sees the 
result of all this intensive research. 
Los Angeles Fire Chief Raymond 
M. Hill detailed the chores of one 
of his battalion chiefs, listed in 
the credits as a “‘technical 
advisor.’ Hill’s man helped to rent 
unfiroms, procured off-duty 
firemen for shooting, and this 
“technical adviser’? may have even 
worked as a “‘sanitation engineer” 
who cleaned up the smoldering 
sets. 

“The Towering Inferno” is a 
close copy of the ‘“Poseiden 
Adventure,” but it’s been polished 
so much that it can’t spoof itself 
like “The Poseiden Adventure” 
did. The opening and closing 
credits are identical in both films; 
the music is, for all practical 
purposes, the same; Maureen 
McGovern, who sang the 
Academy Award winning song

“The Morning After” from 
““Poseiden’’ sings a song in 
“Inferno” during the obligatory 
pre-disaster celebration; both 
films have lovable little kids who 
regard the horrors as adventure 
and naturally survive. In both 
films, the disaster is constantly 
moving upward and the challenge 
is to get out the top before the 
danger (water or fire) reaches you. 
Both films, also, try to be humane 
upon occasion. In “Inferno,” O. J. 
Simpson rescues a cat from the 
smoke; Allen shows us that even 
blacks have compassion. 

For all its bearable suspense and 
self-righteousness, ““The Towering 
Inferno” is not a boring film. 
Steve McQueen and Paul Newman 
make photogenic heroes, and Fay 
Dunaway seems at any moment 
@vOwe. bo. tall out: 01 her 
see-through puce chiffon “‘dress.”’ 
You'll pay attention when Robert 
Wagner metaphorically burns up 
after messing around with his 
secretary. Still, this is a film that 
offers nothing new, and is the first 
disaster film that goes about its 
200 killings so grimly that one 
cannot find it fun. William 
Holden, playing the building 
developer, summarized the 
situation perfectly when he said at 
the end of the film, “‘All I can do 
is pray to God I can stop this 
from ever happening again.”

The BYU Cougars suffered two 
defeats over the weekend at the 
hands of two nationally ranked 
schools, Arizona State and the 
Wildcats from Arizona. 

Twelfth rated Arizona State 
gave the Cougars their worst home 
defeat ever, 110-80 and the 
Wildcats rebounded from a Friday 
night upset loss to Utah to defeat 
the Cougars 83-66. 

Friday night, it was a case of 
ASU’s Sun Devils having too 
much of everything for the 
Cougars to handle. The Sun Devils 
out-shot, out-rebounded and 
out-defensed BYU. 

ASU took 81 shots from the 
floor while BYU got only 68 and 
the Sun Devils hit 49 of their 
attempts, a 61 per cent clip. BYU 
was successful on 30 attempts 
giving them 44 per cent from the 
field. 

Despite the fact the Sun Devils 
started three guards, they 
outrebounded BYU 48-40. The 
leading rebounder for ASU was 
one of those guards, 6-2 Rudy 
White, who picked off nine. 

Oddly enough, the one aspect 
of ASU’s game which wasn’t a 
factor in the outcome was its 
vaunted full court press. 


Y beat press 

Head Coach Glenn Potter said he 
felt BYU was able to break the 
full court pressure pretty well but 
the Cougars weren't patient 
enough in setting up their offense.

Master, student and 
instrument—somehow the three 
compliment each other. 

The instrument is the dulcimer, 
a product of American folklore. 
The student is Cathy “Cat” 
Casteel, a junior from the San 
Francisco Bay area. And the 
master is» J. Homer Wakefield, 
foremost musicologist and an 
institution within the BYU 
institution. Together the three 
compose a triad, richly textured 
in personality and character. 


The instrument 

The dulcimer is shaped like an 
elongated violin but has a narrow 
fretboard running its entire length 
and featuring from three to six 
strings. Beneath the fretboard is a 
sound box through which the 
delicate vibrations of the strings 
are amplified. It’s an instrument 
for the intimate, for the night and 
not for the day. 

The dulcimer is like playing a 
piano with only white keys, since 
it plays only whole notes with 
natural half-steps to the next 
note. The two heaviest, unfretted 
strings are bass strings called 
drones. The melody string is 
fretted and plays the actual note 
changes. Strings are activated in a 
variety of ways—strummed, 
plucked, picked or hammered, 
utilizing either the fingers or a 
bamboo stick called a noter. 


The student 

“It?s hard for me to play an 
angry song on the dulcimer,” says 
Cat, ““‘because the nature is soft 
and gentle.”’ The word “‘dulcimer”’ 
means “sweet sound,” and the 
instrument produces just that. 
Pits. 4. mood instrument, 
continues Cat, “‘with a scale of six 
modes and is tuned and played in 
whichever mode best suits the 


song.” Notes aren’t played in 
staccato succession, but are 
slurred in transition by sliding 


along the strings. The resultant 
sound is like a thin, metallic buzz 
or hum. 

Cat plays the dulcimer by ear. 
““Pve developed a style that’s 
comfortable for me,” she says. It’s 
an instrument that attracts 
attention, whereby I meet 
people.” 

Cat enjoys meeting people. She

opinion that the Mine would 
never be capable of producing 
valuable ore of any kind. Yet, the 
more tenacious of the Dream 
Mine followers continued to hang 
on, despite John Koyle’s 
excommunication from the LDS 
church and the subsequent failure 
of the Mine to produce gold. 


New chapter 

This past September, however, a 
new chapter in the Dream Mine 
story began with the arrival in 
Utah County of Paul Solem, 
sometimes referred to as the 
“Flying Saucer Prophet.’’ Solem is 
not actually associated with the 
officers of the “Relief Mine 
company,” the current official 
name of the Dream Mine. But he 
shows an intense interest in the 
old Koyle story. 

Solem, whose record of alleged 
contact with UFO’s goes back to 
his ranch in Howe, Idaho in 1948, 
reports he was told by “his 
contacts from outer space’ to 
hold five meetings near the Dream 
Mine. The. so-called ‘celestial 
visitors,” he says, would: hover 
135. 0>feet -above” the. +Mine- 
According to Solem, the_ full 


purpose of the visits from outer: 
- space ‘“‘will~be revealed at a later 


date.” It seems clear to Solem 
that a connection exists between 
the Dream Mine visit and an 
earlier experience he had with the 
Hopi Indians in 1970. He claims 
contacts with the ““Venusians”’ led 
him. to Hoteville, Ariz: where he 
met Chief Dan Katchongua, a 
108-year-old leader of the Hopi 
Sun clan. 

Flying saucers are legendary 
among many Hopi Indians. In 
fact, they believe they were led 
Northward in to what is now the 
United States by = the 
Kachinas—powerful and 
intelligent beings from another 
planet. 

In 1970, shortly after -Paul 
Solem’s arrival in Hoteville, UFO’s 
were reportedly sighted over 
Prescott, Ariz. 

One eyewitness was Joe Kraus, 
editor of the Prescott Courier. 
Kraus, not a man easily taken in, 
reported he “saw an object in the 
sky.” It maneuvered, Kraus said, 
hovered and then disappeared. “It 
changed colors from a white to a 
reddish orange, to a purplish-blue 
and a reddish-white and then it 
was gone,” Kraus claimed. 


Pictures on stone 

This appearance was not 
suprising to Chief Dan who said: 
“We have seen the flying saucers 
and have heard their message to 
us. We know they are real because 
their pictures were drawn upon 
stone for all to see.” 

Perhaps, say Solem’s followers, 
etchings in stone at the Dream 
Mine~—so-called heiroglyphics 
discounted vy many 
observers—provide the link 
between the “saucer prophet’s” 
stay with the Hopis and his 
coming to the Dream Mine. Solem 
believes there may be some 
connection, but he is not certain. 
““All I know,” he says, “‘was I was 
told of five passes.” 

On Oct. 20, 1974, about 6,000 
people showed up at the Dream 
Mine site but, Solem said, because 
of the weather, there was no 
appearance. “On Nov. 10,” he 
continued, “‘some fast passes were 
made.” 

On Dec. 8, 1974, Solem and his 
UFO enthusiasts returned to the 


way to the gathering spot was 
slippery and cold. The large 
bonfire was a welcomed sight to 
the 60 or so faithful who had met 
to await the mysterious 
mM C2den G crt nvg-ses O-f eb nee 
‘*extraterrestrial visitors.’

Holly 
also claims to have seen a flying 
Saucer with» Solem=on 
Thanksgiving evening, 1974. 


Utah’s UFO’s 

Even the more cynical might 
experience. a moment of 
wonderment when Solem’s 
descriptions about UFO’s are 
related with what biologist Frank 
Salisbury has written in his book, 
“The Utah UFO Display.” 

In this book, Salisbury presents 
a systematic study of UFO 
sightings in the Uintah Basin area. 
He subjects his study to a rigorous 
scientific investigation, and his 
interviews with witnesses 
demonstrate the thoroughness of 


his approach. Salisbury classifies: 


the reliability of his witnesses as 
excellent, maintains that the 
findings are hardly a psychological 
phenomena and concludes “‘it is 
virtually inconceivable that the 
Uintah Basin UFO sightings are a 
hoax.” :

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Therapy greases 
marriage carriage

Tom and Mary have been 
married two years. Mary works 
while Tom attends school, and she 
feels resentful because Tom’s 
studies take precedence over their 
time together. There is little 


courtship, as schedules and 
finances seem to curb dating. 
Mary vents her frustration in 
frequent outbursts, and Tom 
retaliates by complaining about 
disorderly housekeeping and 
poorly prepared meals.

“We all have ideal roles we hope 
we and our spouse can play,” 
explains Dr. Tanner, “‘and fights 
occur because of an inability to 
adjust when circumstances hinder 
the performance of these roles.” 

Icivethis -cases: Dr. Tanner 
supposes that Mary has dreamed 
of being pampered by a dominant 
man, which her husband is not. 
Tom, on the other hand, may 
have wanted a wife to be an able 
homemaker. “A couple can fight 
about anything,’ he says, “or 
they can achieve agreement based 
on circumstances as they are and 
live in peace.” 

Dr. Tanner continues, “When 
two people come together from 
dtiienent = tamales: <aund 
backgrounds, there are bound to 
be conflicts and if they have not 
learned from their families how to 
adjust and negotiate, they are in 
for some real problems.”’ 


Causes of conflict 

The root causes of a young 
couple’s problems are often 
buried. ine their <ditterent 
personalities, backgrounds, and 
imperfect acquaintance, according 
to Dr. Tanner. And, problems 
cause them tov7experience 
disenchantment with their mate 
and with marriage itself, he 
continues. 

Lyle J. Cooper, supervisor of 
the LDS Social Service office in 
Orem, suggests that maritial 
problems can arise from typically 
male and typically female traits. 
“Men,” he says, “‘are the greatest 
minimizers — they generalize 
about all kinds of things; 
meanwhile, woman, because of 
their sensitivity, often make more 
out of things than is warranted.” 

Dr. Wesley Burr, associate 
professor of CDFR and sociology, 
feels that some causes of conflict 
are peculiar to Mormons. For 
example, he suggests that LDS 
couples who try to break from 
traditional father-provider and 
mother-homemaker roles 
experience a great deal of stress 
and conflict. : 

Since some causes of maritial 
conflict are peculiar to Mormons, 
there is a need for LDS marriage 
counselors. Bishops and branch 
presidents are encouraged to meet 
this need. 

Dr. Jay R. Ballif, president of 
the BYU Ninth Stake, maintains 
that branch presidents are in a 
position to give counsel because 
of the type of relationship they 
have with the couples in their 
branches. He adds that most 
maritial problems on campus are 
minor and that the rare major 
problems are referred to the BYU 
Family Consultation Center on 
lower campus. 

“There is no specific way to 
counsel a couple with a problem,” 
says Wayne Abbot, an assistant 
Gireci@r ah ine Comic, 
“Counselors have to assess the 
problem as best they can from 
what they are told and observe.” 

“Parents often come in saying, 
‘Our kid is messed up — please fix 
him’,’’ observes Abbot. “But 
oftimes we keep mom and dad 
and teach them how to respond to 
their child. Sometimes we give 
them books to read and 
frequently we teach them 
behaviorial responses — it just 
depends on the particular case.” 


Therapy sessions 
In therapy sessions couselors 


show them how to successfully 
communicate. Marital counselors 
interviewed agree lack of 
communication is one of the most 
significant problems. 

One intervention technique 
used, if the therapist feels the

Another intervention might be 


escalating the situation to 
emphasize the problem to such 
proportions it is recognized. 
perhaps a man who constantly 
criticized his wife without 


continued his habit of criticizing — 


he would be praised for following 
the advice of the therapist. He 
would begin to catch himself and 
recognize his own habit, explained 
the counselor. 

When a couple brings up the 
Church,. it is often a tool for the 
counselor. ““We work within the 
moral framework of the client,” 
explained Abbott. “If a couple is 


-Catholic we work with them 


according to their values. If 
they’re LDS we can counsel them 
in relation to that.” 


The services of the clinic are- 


becoming more well-known, 
according to the counselors. 
Referrals come from _ bishops, 
stake presidents, BYU professors 
and counselors, the Timpanogos 
Mental Health Clinic and the 
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‘through. word-of-mouth and call 
for an appointment. 


Personal Development Center 

Another vital source of 
guidance available to BYU 
students can be found through the 
Person Development Center with 
offices in the Administration 
Building. 
“Last year one-third of the case 
loads that I handled in the 
Personal Development Office were 
concerned with marital and 
pre-marital problems,’ said Dr. 
Elvin R. Tanner, associate director 
of Personal Development Center. 

According to Dr. Tanner, three 
or four staff members are
